117.01 DEFINITIONS.

CARNIVAL. A temporary entertainment establishment 
located on private or public property which includes, but 
is not limited to, side shows, games, regulated amusement 
devises, rides and refreshments. 


EXHIBITION. Any public show or trade show organized 
to demonstrate and/or sell goods, wares or merchandise, 
which is open to the public. 


FESTIVAL. An event held for more than one day with 
a special title and conducted in one location or more, 
promoted to attract patrons from the City and surrounding 
communities, which is planned, named and executed under 
the total auspices of a not-for-profit organization. 


FLEA MARKET. A market indoors, or out-of-doors, in 
operation 120 calendar days of fewer, where new or used 
items are sold from individual locations, with each 
location being operated independently from the other 
locations. Items sold include, but are not limited to, 
household items, antiques, rare items, decorations, used 
books and used magazines. 


PERSON. Any individual, firm, corporation or 
partnership. 


TRANSIENT MERCHANT. All persons, both as principals 
and agents, who engage in, do, or transact, any temporary 
or transient business in this city, for a period of 120 
calendar days or less, either in one locality or in 
traveling from place to place in this City, offering for 
sale or selling goods, wards or merchandise, except for 
the sale of alcoholic beverages during the time of a 
festival, and except for the operation of a carnival or 
carnival rides during the time of a festival, and 
including those who, for the purpose of carrying on such 
business, hire, lease or occupy any permanent or mobile 
building, structure, real estate, or any other place, for 
the exhibition by means of samples, catalogues, 
photographs, and price lists or sale of such goods, wares 
or merchandise, but does not include: 


(1) A resident of the City in which the sale 
takes place who conducts a sale of tangible personal 
property for no more than six calendar days; 
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(2) An organization that is exempt from the 
Indiana Gross Retail Tax under I.C. 6-2.5-5-26 and/or is 
a not-for-profit organization, and presents upon demand, 
written proof of such exemption and/or status as a not- 
for-profit organization; 


(3) A person who provides proof that the sale 
is being conducted as part of an activity sponsored by an 
organization described in subdivision (B) of this 
section. 


TRANSIENT MERCHANT/ALCOHOL PERMIT - A permit issued 
to a Transient Merchant Selling Alcoholic Beverages 
During the Time of Festival, according to a rate schedule 
established under Section 117.04 (2) of this ordinance. 


TRANSIENT MERCHANT/CARNIVAL PERMIT - A permit issued 
to a Transient Merchant Operating a Carnival or Carnival 
Rides During the Time of a Festival, according to a rate 
schedule established under Section 117.04 (2) of this 
ordinance. 


TRANSIENT MERCHANT OPERATING A CARNIVAL OR CARNIVAL 
RIDES DURING THE TIME OF A FESTIVAL. All persons, both 
as principals and agents, who engage in the operation of 
a carnival or carnival rides, who do so in private or 
public property during any of the same days that a 
festival is occurring in the City of Fort Wayne. 


TRANSIENT MERCHANT SELLING ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 
DURING THE TIME OF A FESTIVAL. All persons, both as 
principals and agents, who engage in the sale of 
alcoholic beverages to the general public, as licensed to 
do so by the Indiana Alcoholic Beverage Commission 
through a Caterer's Permit or Temporary Beer or Temporary 
Wine Permit, who do so in a temporary structure, tent or 
mobile building during any of the same days that a 
festival is occurring in the City of Fort Wayne. 


SECTION 2. That Chapter 117, Section 117.04 of 
the City of Fort Wayne Code of Laws be amended as 
follows: 

117.04 FEE; ISSUANCE; TERM. 


uns Each transient merchant, or operator of a flea 
market, exhibition or festival, except those engaged in 
selling any alcoholic beverages during the time of a 
festival, and except for those operating a carnival 
during the time of a festival, shall pay to the City 
Controller for a permit, the sum of $250, and on the 
filing of the application and the payment of the permit 
fee as herein provided, the City Controller shall issue 
a Transient Merchant Permit to do business as such at the 
place described in the application for a period of not 
less than 120 days. Any application for a permit must be 
filed five (5) business days prior to the first day of 
operation by the transient merchant. 
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2. All persons who apply for a Transient 
Merchant/Carnival Permit or a Transient Merchant/Alcohol 
Permit shall pay to the City Controller for a permit a 
sum derived from the following rate schedule: 


DAYS HOURS RATE 
Sunday-Thursday Before 12:00 A.M . $500 per day 


If the permit holder intends to operate after 12:00 A.M. 
on any day Sunday through Thursday, the permit cost shall 
be an additional $300.00 for each hour of operation after 
12:00 A.M. 


Friday, Saturday & 
Holidays Before 1:00 A.M. $1,000 per day 


If the permit holder intends to operate after 1:00 A.M. 
on any Friday, Saturday or holiday, the permit cost shall 
be an additional $500.00 for each hour of operation after 
1:00 A.M. 


This payment is due at the time of filing of the 
Transient Merchant/Alcohol Permit and/or the Transient 
Merchant/Carnival Permit, and the permittee shall then be 
issued a Transient Merchant/Alcohol permit to do business 
as such at the place described in the application. Any 
application for a permit must be filed thirty (30) 
business days prior to the first day of operation by the 
transient merchant. 


4. A transient merchant desiring to sell alcoholic 
beverages and operate a carnival or carnival rides shall 
be required to obtain both a Transient Merchant/Alcohol 
Permit and a Transient Merchant/Carnival Permit. 


5. A transient merchant selling alcoholic beverages or 
operating a carnival or carnival rides shall be exempt 
from the requirement of purchasing a Transient 
Merchant/Alcohol permit and/or a Transient 
Merchant/Carnival permit if said merchant is in either of 
the following two categories: 


a. Listed as the sole sponsor or partner in the 
sponsorship of a Festival, or as a vendor 
licensed by a Festival Sponsor.

RE: Proposed festival ordinance and proposed amendments to the 
Transient Merchant ordinance 


The City of Fort Wayne is fortunate to enjoy several festivals 
which celebrate our people and community. City government is 
committed to providing many services to all festivals. However, a 
tight city budget has the City struggling to provide festival 
services and services which citizens and neighborhoods expect 
throughout the year. For instance, in 1992 as City Council 
investigated whether revenues were available to fund the D.A.R.E. 
program at current levels, the City Police Department spent 
approximately $72,000 on overtime for the Three Rivers Festival 
alone. 


Two proposals have been drafted which would enable government to 
recoup some of its festival-related expenses. Fairness to all, 
including taxpayers, is the goal of these two festival-related 
proposals. Not all festivals require the same level of taxpayer- 
supplied services, so not all should be expected to pay the same 
amount of any "festival fees". Similarly, it would not be fair to 
target only the biggest festival to pay fees. 


Under the first proposal, City government would donate up to 100 
hours of police overtime to any festival. Any festival for which 
more than 100 hours of police overtime is supplied would be charged 
an amount egual to 25-percent of the cost of the additional hours. 


The second proposal involves amending the Transient Merchant 
Ordinance to differentiate between transient merchants who sell 
alcohol and those who don't, and those who operate carnivals and 
those who don't. A festival organization could still receive, at 
no charge, one "blanket" transient merchant permit for its entire 
festival and all of its official participants. However, private 
beer tent operators and private carnival operators would be 
required to pay a minimum of $500.00 per day for their permits, if 
these changes are approved as currently proposed.

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The Transient Merchant ordinance amendments are designed to help 
the City recoup its police department overtime expenses caused by 
the presence of independent, non-festival beer tents and carnivals 
which take advantage of festival crowds and so create bigger crowds 
and require more police presence.

This ordinance seeks to address ways to increase City revenue to 
offset expenses associated with certain "beer-tent" or "carnival" 
activities that would not be covered under the proposed "Festival" 
ordinance. 


PRE-EMPTION QUESTION: I.C. 25-37 regulates transient merchants and 
someone may suggest that local regulatory efforts are pre-empted by 
the state law. However, I.C. 25-37-1-11 provides, in part: "This 
Chapter does not supersede any ordinance regulating transient 
merchants." Therefore, it would appear any pre-emption claim based 
on the state transient merchant law would fail. 


State law also regulates the sale of alcoholic beverages and one 
statutory provision (I.C. 7.1-3-9-6) provides: 


"A City or town shall not enact an ordinance which in any 
way, directly or indirectly, regulates, restricts, 
enlarges, or limits the operation or business of the 
holder of a liquor retailer's permit as provided in this 
title. A city or town shall not enact an ordinance 
covering any other business or place of business for the 
conduct of it in such a way as to prevent or inhibit the 
holder of a liquor retailer's permit from being qualified 
to obtain or continue to hold the permit, or operate to 
interfere with or prevent the exercise of the permittee's 
privileges under the permit." 


However, this section has been judicially interpreted to not 
prohibit municipal land use regulations. See O'Banion v. State ex 
rel. Shively (1969), 146 Ind. App. 223, 253 N.E. 2d 739. 
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Therefore, it would appear that the local regulations would not be 
prohibited by state alcoholic beverage regulatory statutes. 


HOME RULE ISSUES: Indiana Home Rule Law, I.C. 36-1-3-8, prohibits 
a municipality from imposing a license, fee, or service charge 
greater than that reasonably related to the administrative cost of 
exercising a regulatory power or to the cost of the service 
provided. Evidence will be presented to establish the 
reasonableness of the proposed fees and, in particular, the 
increased costs associated with "late-night" or "weekend (holiday) " 
operation.
